M. O. Markham vs.C. W. Hunnicutt. Equity 
from Fulton. 


WARNER, J. 

This was a bill filed by the complainant 
against the defendant praying for an injunc- 
tion, to restrain the defendant from selling a 
certain discribed city lot in the city of Atlan- 
ta by virtue of a mortgage fi. fa. in favor of 
ihe defendant as mortgagee, against one 
Holmes Sells. It appears from the evidence 
in the record, that SelPexecuted a mortgage 
to the defendant for the lot in controversy 
on the 19th day of July 1866, which was 
duly recorded on the 20th day of July 1266; 
that afterwards an agreement was entered 
into between the defendant and Sells, the 
mortgagor, that the lot should be sold by 
Sells, and the proceeds of the sale be applied to 
the judgement of the defendants mortgage 
debt; that on or about the 21st day of March 
1867, the lot was sold by Sells at public auc- 
tion by his Agent, Adair, and purchased by 
the complainant, Bnnnicutt, for the sum of 
31,457, Sells making him a deed to the lot as 
such purchaser. The complainant alleges, 
that, he had no actual notice of defendant's 
mortgage, that the defendant was pressent 
at the sule of the lot when it was announced 
by the auctioneer that the title to the lot was 
good, and the purchaser thereof would ob- 
tain a clear title, ete., that when the com- 
plainant had bid for the lot nearly its full 
value, the defendant said to him that it was 
was good property, and worth more 
than was being bid for it, the complainant 
continued to bid for the lot until it was 
knocded off to him as the purchaser thereof; 
the defendant gave no notice of his motgage 
lien, nor said anything about. bis having 
lien on the lot. It was insisted on the trial 
that the presence of the defendant at the sale 
of th» lot, his siletce in regard to his mort 
gage lien on the property, and his encourag- 
ing the complainant to bid for it, by saying 
to him that it was good property and worth 
more than was being bid for it, when taken 
in connection with the fact that the property 
was being sold by the consent of the defen- 
dant xs mortgagee and the proceeds of the 
saie were to be applied in payment of his 
mortgage debt, was such 4 fraud upon the 
complainant asa purchaser at the sale of the 
lot, as will estop the defendant from setting 
up and enforcing his mortgage lien against 
the property, On the trial the jury returned 
the following special verdict: “We the jury 
find that Marcellus O. Markham was present 
at the sale made by George W. Adair, auc- 
tioneer of the property of Holmes Sells, on 
the 13th of September, 1866, at which Calvin 
W. Hunnicutt became the purchaser of the 
lot described in exhibit C attached to the 
within and foregoing bill, anl that said M. 
Q. Markbam was then and there present and 
assenting to said sale.” On this special 
verdict the presiding Judge entered a decree 
that the defendant be stopped from enforcing 
his mortgage lien upon the lot purchased by 
the complainant, and perpetually enjoiniag 
him from doing so. The defendant made a 
motion to set aside the verdict and decree, 
and for a new trial which was overruled by the 
Court, and the defendant excepted. It is 
true that the jury in equity causes may find 
a special verdict decreeing the performance 
of a specific duty by the defendant, and 
when that decree is found by the jury upon 
the facts ascertained by them, it is made the 
judgment of the. Court when approved and 
signed by the presiding Judge as chancellor, 
and entered on the minutes of the Court 
Under our system of equity practice, when 
any question of fact is involved, the same 
shall be decided by a special jury—Code 4147, 
In this case the question of fact involved. 
was whether the conduct of the defendant 
at the time of the sale of the lot, was such a 
frand upon the complainant, as would, ac- 
cording io the principles of justice and equity, 
stop the defendant from enforcing his mort- 
gage lien against the property, and whether 
under the evidence in the case he should be 
perpetually enjoined from doing so; that 
was a question for the jury to de- 
cide, and if the jury had found a 
epecial verdict that the defendant 
should be perpetually enjoined from 
enforcing his mortgage licen against the lot 
ased by the complainant, the legal pre- 

jon there would have been, that the 
uct of the defendant at the sale of the 
property was a fraud on the complai 
otherwise, would have found a verdict 
in favor of a perpetual injunction.

Where A bought property at Be auc- 
tion, sold as the property of B and paid 
therefor a fuil consideration, and at the 
time of the sale B and his wife were separated 
under section 1720 of the Code, I do not 
think the tide of the husband was so limited 
as to prevent the sale of the property bona 
fide by the mere fact of the separation, or that 
it was the duty of A to inquire into the do- 
mestic relations of B and that the wife’s rights 
or equilies are superior to those of a bona 
fide purchaser for adequate consideration 
without notice. 

When a divorce suit was filed in 1864 and 
the schedule sworn to containing the prop- 
erty in controversy was filed after the pur- 
chase by A, I hold that such suit was not 
notice to A of the wife's claim to the prop- 
erty, and the fact that previous papers in the 
case had been lost could not operate to effect 
A with notice of an equity in the wife until 
after the schedule containing this property 
was filed. 

When the schedule contained the descrip- 
tion of the property as one lot in the city of 
Atlanta, I think the description too indefi- 
nite and uncertain as to the property claimed 
as to operate as notice fi. pendeus so as to de- 
feat the title of a bona fide purchase, etc. 

When, upon the record, it appeared that 
B and his wife bad a settlement for alimony, 
in which adequate means were admitted to be 
made by the wife who signed the same, I 
think such record may be assented by A in 
defense of his rights. 

When the verJict of the jury is in favor 
of the wife for the property contained in the 
schedule, being one jot in the city of AUlanta. 
I think such judgment does not direct the ti- 
tle of a bona fide purchaser under the facts;
